profits  when  we  cut  back  on 
consumption  and  when  we 
encourage  production.

Gordon  Wilson,  a  senior  with  no 
previous  Organizations  office 
experience,  was  appointed  by  Randy 
Sloat,  ASBYU  president,  and  ratified 
by  the  Executive  Council  Tuesday  in  a 
closed  meeting. 

He  will  be  sworn  in  at  Executive 
Council  meeting  Thursday,  Sloat  said. 
He  will  officially  take  office  after  the 
ceremony. 

Dave  Kelley,  former  Organizations 
vice  president,  resigned  Jan.  19  for 
reasons  of  poor  health  and  a  heavy  class 
load.  His  assistant,  Bob  Hare,  was 
named  by  Sloat  to  act  as  vice  president 
in  an  unofficial  capacity  with  all 
official  business  routed  to  Sloat. 

Wilson  said  his  interest  in  clubs  in 
general  sparked  his  interest  in  the 
vacant  Organizations  vice  presidency. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Samuel  Hall 
Society,  a  service  club,  and  Beta  Alpha

UVH  construction  moves  ahead 


Utah’s  mild  winter  has  been  a  disaster  for  local  ski 
resorts,  but  the  warm  weather  has  been  a  boon  in  the 
construction  of  the  Utah  Valley  Hospital  addition. 

“The  weather  has  made  ideal  conditions  for 
construction,”  said  Cordell  Nelson,  the  hospital’s 
director  of  development.  “We’re  ahead  of  schedule  by 
four  months,”  he  said. 

The  $  1 4  million  addition  will  be  complete  and  in 
full  operation  by  the  end  of  this  year,  Nelson  said. 
“Things  are  going  very  smoothly,”  he  said.  “We  hope 
to  move  our  radiology  department  into  the  addition 
at  mid-year.” 

Moving  the  radiology  department  will  relieve  the 
crowded  conditions  of  the  old  nurse’s  building  which 
Will  be  torn  down  shortly  after  the  middle  of  this 
year.  Nelson  explained. 


Construction  of  the  seventh  fl,oor  of  the  addition  is 
complete  and  all  but.  one  tower  in  front  of  the 
building  has  been  bricked,  according  to  Nelson. 

The  new  building  will  increase  the  hospital’s  floor 
space  by  189,000  square  feet,  at  least  doubling  Utah 
Valley  Hospital  (UVH).  It  will  house  1 32  new  beds, 
including  a  24-bed  intensive  care  and  coronary  care 
unit. 

The  addition  will  double  the  size  of  the  radiology 
department  and  contain  central  processing  facilities 
for  nursing  equipment,  an  enlarged  pharmacy  and 
expanded  parking  area,  according  to  Richard 
McDermott,  UVH  assistant  administrator. 

The  addition  has  two  sections,  a  five-story  nursing 
tower  with  1 08  single  beds  and  a  three-story  ancillary 
tower  with  an  expanded  emergency  center,  X-ray 
facilities,  nine-room  surgery  unit  and  16  out-patient 
beds,  McDermott  said. 


The  nursing  tower  will  connect  with  the  old 
hospital  in  two  places. 

Funding  for  the  addition  comes  from  two  major 
sources,  according  to  Nelson.  About  $10  million  of 
the  total  cost  will  be  provided  by  the  Health  Service 
Corporation  of  the  LDS  Church.  The  other  $4  million 
is  the  projected  goal  of  a  telephone  fund  solicitation 
drive  for  the  addition. 

“We’ve  received  more  than  $2  million  in  private 
donations  thus  far,  and  it’s  a  milestone  for  this 
county,”  Nelson  said.  It’s  the  largest  donation  ever 
received  from  telephone  soliciting,  according  to 
Nelson. 

“We’re  thrilled  with  the  response  from  private 
individuals,  businesses  and  church  groups,”  Nelson 
added.

Carter  urges  steps 
for  nuclear  balance

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Declaring 
that  the  United  States  has  nuclear 
superiority  over  the  Soviet  Union, 
President  Carter  said  Tuesday  it  is 
“very,  very  important”  that  both 
nations  take  fresh  initiatives  to  restrain 
armaments  while  maintaining  an 
over-all  balance  of  power. 

At  his  first  White  House  news 
conference,  Carter  again  expressed 
concern  about  Soviet  treatment  of 
dissident  Russians  and  argued  that 
taking  Moscow  to  task  on  human  rights 
issues  should  have  no  effect  on  the 
search  for  ways  to  curb  the  arms  race. 

The  President’s  discussion  of  serious 
topics  was  laced  with  occasional  humor 
as  he  faced  reporters  and  a  national 
television-radio  audience,  in  an 
auditorium  next  door  to  the  White 
House. 

Questions  about  the  handling  of  arms 
negotiations  with  the  Soviets 
dominated  the  session,  with  Carter 
disclosing  for  the  first  time  that  he  has 
asked  Moscow  to  abandon  the 
deployment  of  hard-to-detect  mobile 
missile  launchers,  used  for  missiles  of 
less  than  intercontinental  range.  He  also 
suggested  each  country  give  the  other 
advance  notice  of  any  planned  testing 
of  intercontinental  missiles. 

Carter,  who  has  consistently  decried 
international  trafficking  in  arms,  said 
that  a  proposed  sale  of  concussion 
bombs  to  Israel,  approved  during  the 
final  months  of  President  Gerald  R. 
Ford’s  administration,  “concerns  me 


very  much.”  He  said  he  will  decide 
within  the  next  week  “whether  to 
cancel  that  sale.” 

On  domestic  topics,  Carter  said: 

—  A  long-range  energy  program  he 
has  promised  to  unveil  by  April  20  will 
“require  substantial  sacrifices  on  the 
part  of  the  American  people”  and  will 
bar  any  unjustified  profits  by  the  oil 
and  gas  industries. 

—  He  believes  there  is  no  danger  of  a 
Watergate  Scandal  during  his 
administration  and  said,  “I  know  the 
Congress  and  others  will  be  watching 
me  closely,  which  I  welcome.” 

Discussing  the  relative  nuclear 
strength  of  the  United  States  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  Carter  said,  “At  the 
present  time,  i.  y  judgment  is  that  we 
have  superior  nuclear  capability,” 
although  he  later  asserted,  “I  think  that 
we  are  roughly  equivalent.” 

The  President  said  the  Soviets  have 
begger  missiles  and  bigger  warheads  but 
the  United  States  has  “more  missiles,  a 
much  higher  degree  of  accuracy.” 

A  White  House  spokesman  later  said 
Carter  misspoke  himself  -  that  the 
Soviets  have  more  missiles  than  the 
United  States. 

Arguing  that  “it  is  necessary  to  have 
drastic  reduction  in  dependence  on 
atomic  weapons,”  Carter  laid  out  a 
timetable  -  without  target  dates  -  for 
an  American-Soviet  agreement  “to  stop 
the  present  growth  and  then  to  have 
substantial  reductions”  in  each  nation’s 
nuclear  arsenal.  *  *

Provo  has  joined  many  other  cities 
across  the  nation  in  a  protest  of  the 
way  the  federal  government  recently 
allocated  monies  in  an  anti-recession 
program. 

Commissioner  J.  Earl  Wignall  and 
assistant  community  development 
director  Dave  Gunn  met  with  Craig 
Smith,  regional  director  of  the 
Economic  Development  Association,  to 
discuss  Provo’s  failure  to  get  any 
money  under  an  EDA  program. 

Gunn  said  Smith  assured  them  that 
the  EDA  will  ask  Congress  for  changes 
in  the  laws  that  govern  the  EDA’S 
distribution  of  federal  monies. 

Last  November  Provo  applied  for 
$301,000  in  EDA  anti-recession  funds 
to  build  a  waterline  to  the  airport, 
Gunn  said.  The  purpose  of  the  EDA 
program  is  to  stimulate  employment  in 
economically  depressed  areas,  said 
Gunn,  but  Provo  and  other  cities  with 
high  unemployment  did  not  receive 
funds  while  many  municipalities  with 
lower  unemployment  rates  received 
monies. 

Other  cities  including  Pittsburgh  and 
Portland,  Ore.,  have  protested  the  way 
those  funds  were  distributed. 

Gunn  said  that  municipalities 
submitted  area-wide  unemployment 
statistics  with  their  funds  applications 
instead  of  strictly  jurisdictional 
statistics.  “This  resulted  in  padded 
statistics  which  were  really  not 
accurate,”  Gunn  noted.  He  said  the 
municipalities  were  able  to  get  away 
with  that  because  of  the  vagueness  of 
the  guidelines. 
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Eagles  play  significant  ro/e 
in  culture, ,  says  Y  professor

Eagles  have  played  a  significant  part  in  human 
culture,  said  Tuesday’s  forum  assembly  speaker. 

Dr.  Joseph  R.  Murphy,  professor  of  zoology  and 
eagle  expert,  traced  the  eagle’s  legendary  and 
symbolic  history  from  Middle  East  Civilization  in  400 
B.C.  to  the  present  day.  He  cited  many  examples  of 
the  eagle’s  significant  role  and  illustrated  several  of 
them  with  slides. 

A  graduate  student  in  zoology  from  Boise,  Idaho, 
Pat  Benson,  brought  a  live,  young,  golden  eagle 
named  “Puff”  near  the  pulpit  early  in  the  forum 
lecture  and  Dr.  Murphy  described  the  physical 
characteristics  of  the  bird. 

Slides  were  shown  of  eagles  and  eagle  symbols  as 
Dr.  Murphy  spoke. 

Dr.  Murphy  said  an  eagle  is  a  large,  diurnal  bird  of 
prey  that  is  not  a  hawk,  vulture,  falcon  or  kite.  Sixty 
of  the*  27  5  species  of  diurnal  birds  of  prey  are  called 
eagles,  he  said.  These  eagles  can  be  conveniently 
placed  in  four  major  groups:  sea  and  fish  eagles, 
serpent  or  carrier  eagles,  large,  tropic-forest  inhabiting 
eagles  and  true  6r  booted  eagles. 

Eagles  appear  on  all  continents, ’Dr.  Murphy  said, 


but  “there  is  a  greater  concentration  of  species  in  the 
tropics,”  with  only  two  present  in  North  America. 

Dr.  Murphy  cited  several  passages  in  the  Bible  that 
mentioned  eagles.  However,  some  experts  say  the 
eagle  referred  to  in  the  Bible  is  not  really  an  eagle  but 
a  lammergeier,  “a  great  vulture  of  the  mountains  of 
Eurasia  and  Africa,”  he  said. 

The  eagle  was  a  symbol  of  power  throughout  the 
centuries  of  classical  civilization,  Dr.  Murphy  said. 
The  Romans  used  the  eagle  to  symbolize  the  rise  of 
the  emperor’s  ascension  to  the  stars. 

“Eagles  were  almost  universally  venerated”  among 
native  American  people  of  the  past,  Dr.  Murphy  said. 
They  used  it  as  a  symbol  for  music,  dance  and 
warfare. 

“The  fascination  of  the  eagle  as  a  symbol” 
continues  today,  said  Dr.  Murphy.  He  cited  Eagle, 
Gate  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Eagle  Scouts  and  eagles  on 
top  of  flagpoles  as  examples. 

Dr.  Murphy  said  he  feels  neither  bald  or  golden 
eagles  are  in  immediate  danger  of  extinction. 
Minimum  estimates  for  the  continent  set  golden 
eagles  at  50,000  and  bald  eagles  at  20,000,  he  said. 

“The  soaring  eagle,  real  or  symbolic,  lifts  the 
human  spirits,  and  as  long  as  the  human  spirit  can 
soar,  eagles  will  continue  to  fly  high  in  their  ancient 
inspirational  capacity,”  Dr.  Murphy  said.

Idaho  reverses  ERA  position 

BOISE,  Idaho  -  After  a  long,  bitter  debate,  the  Idaho 
Legislature  completed  action  Tuesday  rescinding  its  ratification 
of  the  proposed  Equal  Rights  Amendment  to  the  U.S. 
Constitution. 

“This  day  will  live  in  infamy,”  said  Sen.  Norma  Dobler, 
D-Moscow,  one  of  two  women  senators  who  led  the  battle  against 
reversing  the  state’s  1972  ratification  of  the  proposed 
amendment. 

Second  Christian  mission  raided 

SALISBURY,  Rhodesia  -  Black  guerrillas  burned  and  looted 
offices  of  a  second  Christian  mission,  the  government  said 
Tuesday,  while  security  forces  searched  rain-soaked  bush  for 
raiders  who  killed  several  white  missionaries  Sunday. 

No  casualties  were  reported  in  the  raid  on  Nyashanu  mission 
125  mile’s  southeast  of  Salisbury  near  the  Mozambique  border. 
The  government  did  not  say  which  church  operated  the  mission 
or  when  the  attack  took  place. 

Release  pled  for  Soviet  activist 

MOSCOW  —  More  than  200  Soviet  dissidents  have  appealed  for 
the  release  because  of  ill  health  of  Alexander  Ginzburg,  who 
disburses  the  funds  supplied  by  novelist  Alexander  Solzhenitsyn 
to  aid  political  prisoners  and  their  families. 

In  Washington,  the  U.S.  State  Department  said  it  ■  was 
“watching  with  concern”  the  treatment  of  the  40-year-old  human 
rights  activist  and  has  made  the  Soviet  government  aware  of  its 
views. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  KSL 
Television  has  appealed  to  the  10th 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  a  federal 
judge’s  seizure  of  a  television  camera 
and  equipment. 

Judge  Willis  W.  Ritter  had  ordered 
U.S.  marshals  to  seize  the  equipment 
from  cameraman  Robert  Greenwell  the 
night  of  Jan.  16  when  Ritter  was  about 
to  hear  an  appeal  to  stay  the  execution 
of  executed  killer  Gary  Gilmore. 

The  appeal  documents  say  Greenwell,' 
26,  saw  Ritter  and  a  U.S.  marshal 
walking  toward  he  federal  building.  It 
said  he  tried  to  film  the  judge  outside 
the  building  when  he  ordered  the 
equipment  taken  into  custody. 

Ritter  claimed  Greenwell  was  “hiding 
like  a  thief  in  the  night”  and  “leaped 
from  cover  and  dashed  toward  the 
judge  and  the  marshal  ...” 

Ritter  claimed  that  constituted 
assault . 

The  circuit  court  was  asked  to  release 
the  camera  and  195  feet  of  exposed 
film  and  that  the  film  not  be  destroyed. 

“It  is  patently  clear  from  the  seizure 
order  and  Mr.  Greenwell’s  affidavit  that 
KSL  was  engaged  in  news  work.  There 
is  not  a  scintilla  of  evidence  by  any 
account  that  they  were  engaged  in  any 
other  activity,”  the  appeal  said.

'Joe  Panther'  speaks  at  Y 


TV  actress 


now  in  S.L. 


Ray  Tracey,  23-year-old  star  of  the 
recently  released  film  “Joe  Panther,”  was  at 
BYU  last  Wednesday  at  a  reception 
sponsored  by  the  Indian  Education 
Department  in  his  honor. 

Explaining  how  Tracey  was  selected  for 
the  role,  “We  were  searching  for  a  boy  who 
could  pull  the  acting  off  and  had  the 
wholesome  look.  Ray  Tracey  was  the  perfect 
Joe  Panther,”  said  Stewart  H.  Beveridge  in  a 
film  about  th&  movie  he  produced  and 
directed. 

“He  was  as  natural  as  natural.  That’s  what 
struck  me. ..especially  the  scene  with  Ricardo 
Montalban  and  they  were  crying,”  said  Bob 
Davis,  a  high  school  acquaintance  attending 
at  the  reception. 

The  22-year-old  Spanish  major  said  when 
he’d  seen  Tracey  on  campus  shortly  after  his 
first  movie  “Indians”  had  been  shot,  he  had 
asked  him  the  secret  to  his  acting  ability. 
“Bob,  1  just  act  normal,”  Tracey  answered. 
“I  don’t  think  I  have  any  special  talent.” 

Tracey,  himself,  reiterated  this  as  he  spoke 
to  students  and  friends.  'They’re  interested 
in  me  because  I’m  an  Indian  actor,  a 
full-blooded  Navajo,  and  that’s  rare,”  he 
said.  “They  ask,  ‘Where  have  you  gone  to 
school  —  which  acting  school?’  and  I  tell 
them  I  studied  civil  engineering  at  BYU.” 

Tracey’s  only  acting  experience  prior  to 
“Indians”  and  “Joe  Panther”  was  in 
elementary  school  on  the  Navajo  Indain 
Reservation  in  northern  Arizona.  “I  was 
‘Chicken  Little’  in  second  grade,”  he  joked. 


Speaking  of  his  childhood  on  the 
reservation,  Tracey  told  how  he  and  his 
young  Indian  schoolmates  watched  cowboy 
and  Indian  movies. 

He  said  they’d  cheer  whenever  the  U.S. 
Cavalry  would  appear  on  the  scene  to  fight 
the  savage  Indians  and  it  wasn’t  a  few  years 
later  until  he  realized  those  savages  were  a 
representation  of  him  and  his  own  kind.  “It 
had  an  effect  on  me.  You  thought  everyone 
was  looking  at  you  the  way  they  saw 
Indians,”  Tracey  said. 

Tracey  gave  credit  for  his  acting  ability  to 
his  growth  in  the  LDS  Church  and 
experiences  with  the  Placement  Program. 
“The  Placement  Program,  the  church  - 
that’s  where  you  get  your  training,”  be  said 
to  other  Indians  present  at  the  reception.  He 
pointed  out  that  though  he  used  to  hate 
giving  talks  in  Church,  they  provided  him 
with  the  experience  he  needed  in  speaking 
and  appearing  before  the  public. 

At  BYU  he  became  well-known  in  the 
Indian  Education  Department,  and  when 
Bryce  Chamberlain  of  Personal  Services  was 
asked  to  suggest  a  couple  of  possibilities  for 
a  role  in  a  movie  about  an  Indian,  Ray  was 
one  of  those  selected.  From  some  500 
aspirants  across  the  nation,  Tracey  was 
chosen  for  the  title  role  of  “Joe  Panther.” 

The  actor  related  some  of  his  experiences 
in  shooting  “Joe  Panther”  while  showing  a 
film  and  slides.  Most  students  who  had  seen 
the  movie  appeared  to  be  interested  in  his 
crying  scene  with  Ricardo  Montalban,  and 
one  asked  if  the  tears  were  real.  “I  had  to 
cry  five  times  for  that  particular  scene,”  Ray 
said,  because  of  the  different  camara  angles 
that  were  needed.  He  said  he  tried  a  sixth 


time  but  there  were  no  tears  left. 

A  scene  popular  with  the  audience  was  the 
one  in  which  Joe  Panther  wrestles  with  a 
14-foot-long  alligator  and  captures  it.  “It 
was  very  controlled,”  Tracey  said,  explaining 
that  three  different  live  alligators  as  well  as  a 
dummy  were  actually  used  in  filming  the 
scene. 

“I  did  get  on  top  of  the  real  one  when  he 
was  tied  down,”  he  said,  adding  that  the 
alligator  finally  flipped  him  off  in  the  mud 
and  started  rolling.  Tracey  and  the  others 
who  had  been  holding  down  the  reptile  with 
rope,  however,  were  able  to  scatter  out  of 
the  alligator’s  reach  in  time. 

Being  Indian,  Ray  was  often  consulted  by 
the  crew  in  scenes  involving  Indian  practices. 
“Through  this  whole  movie  they  came  and 
asked  my  help  on  how  Indians  would  feel 
about  certain  things,”  the  actor  told  the 
audience. 

Now  that  the  filming  of  “Joe  Panther” 
is  over,  Tracey  lives  a  more  normal  life  again 
in  Utah.  He*  and  his  wife  Caroline  live  in 
Provo  and  are  expecting  their  first  child  in 
March.  In  his  spare  time,  Tracey  fashions 
authentic  Navajo  jewelry  which  he  sells 
during  trips  across  the  country.  His  acting 
days  are  by  no  means  over,  however.  “Ray’s 
opportunities  are  very  great... because  there 
are  just  not  that  many  Indian  actors  that 
have  done  that  much  work  before,”  said 
Jimm  Hanni,  representative  of  Artists 
Creations,  Associates,  producers  of  “Joe 
Panther.” 


He  listed  another  movie  and  a  Saturday 
morning  TV  series  of  “Joe  Panther”  as 
future  possibilities  in  Ray’s  acting  career.

Nixon-Frost  shows

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Seventy-five 
TV  stations  and  four  national  sponsors 
have  signed  up  so  far  for  the  four 
90-minute  interview  programs  talk 
show  host  David  Frost  will  soon  tape 
with  former  President  Richard  M. 
Nixon. 

That’s  the  word  from  Leon  Koch, 
executive  vice  president  of  Syndicast 
Services,  a  New  York  syndication  firm 
Frost’s  production  company  hired  to 
market  the  Nixon  television  interviews 
in  the  United  States  and  overseas. 

And  by  the  time  the  first 
Nixon-Frost  show  airs  on  May  4,  Koch 
said,  he  expects  to  have  placed  the  four 
programs  on  more  than  100  stations, 
reaching  90  per  cent  of  the  viewing 
audience  in  the  United  States. 

The  shows  will  be  edited  from  12 
two-hour  interviews  Frost  will  start 
with  Nixon  late  next  month  at  Nixon’s 
home  in  San  Clemente,  Calif.  They’re 
being  offered  stations  on  what  is  called 
a  “barter  basis.” 

The  three  commercial  networks 
earlier  rejected  proposals  to  buy  rights 


to  interview  Nixon,  citing  policies 
against  buying  “hard  news”  stories. 

In  August  1974,  a  year  after  Nixon 
resigned  from  office  in  the  wake  of  the 
Watergate  scandal,  Frost  said  he’d 
bought  the  rights  to  interview  him  for 
TV.  He  refuses  to  disclose  the  price 
paid  Nixon,  and  Koch  says  he  doesn’t 
know  how  much  the  fee  will  be. 

But  big  bucks  clearly  are  involved  for 
all. 

Each  Nqcon  show  has  12  minutes  set 
aside  for  commercials,  Koch  says.  He 
said  stations  in  Syndicast’s  barter  deal 
won’t  have  to  pgy  for  the  programs  and 
can  sell  six  minutes  of  each  show’s 
commercial  time. 

In  return,  he  added,  his  firm  can  sell 
the  remaining  six  commercial  minutes 
of  each  show  to  advertisers.  He  said 
that  time  is  being  sold  national 
sponsors  for  $125,000  a  minute. 

That  could  work  out  to  a  whopping 
$3  million  in  national  advertising 
revenue  for  the  four-show  package. 

But  so  far,  Koch  said,  only  two 
sponsored  minutes  of  each  show  have 
been  bought  -  in  30-second  units  -  by 
four  national  sponsors.  He  said  they’ve, 
asked  him  not  to  disclose  their  names 
right  now.

Kentucky  is  again  No.  3  in  The 
Associated  Press  college  basketball 
ratings  this  week,  but  Coach  Joe  Hall 
wouldn’t  have  minded  playing 
top-ranked  San  Francisco  or  runner-up 
UCLA  Monday  night. 

“I  don’t  believe  anybody  could 
control  us  the  way  we  played  tonight,” 
he  said  following  Kentucky’s  97-57 
rout  of  Florida  State.  “There  is  no 
question  that  we’re  going  to  improve.” 

While  San  Francisco,  UCLA  and 
Kentucky  held  onto  the  top  three 
positions,  Nevada-Las  Vegas  skidded 
from  fourth  place  to  10th. 

San  Francisco,  unbeaten  in  23  games, 
routed  St.  Mary’s,  Calif.  103-77  and 
Nevada-Reno  98-81  last  Week  to  hold 
on  to  its  No.  1  ranking.  The  Dons 
received  51  of  58  first-place  votes  and 
1,115  of  a  possible  1 , 1 60  points  from  a 
nationwide  panel  of  sports  writers  and 
broadcasters. 

UCLA,  which  received  six  first-place 
votes  and  1,009  points,  beat  Tennessee 
103-89  and  then  upended  Pacific-8 
rivals  Washington  75-65  and 
Washington  State  72-59.  The  other 


first-place  vote  went  to  eight-ranked 
Minnesota,  which  bowed  to 
fifth-ranked  Michigan  86-80  Monday 
night. 

Last  week,  Kentucky  shaded 
Mississippi  State  92-85  and  buried 
Vanderbilt  113-73.  The  wildcats 
received  800  points. 

Nevada-Las  Vegas  started  out  by 
edging  Bradley  107-106.  But  they  were 
beaten  88-84  by  Illinois  State  and 
barely  beat  Rutgers  89-88. 

Replacing  the  Rebels  in  the  No.  4 
spot  is  Wake  Forest.  The  Demon 
Deacons  beat  Atlantic  Coast 
Conference  rivals  Duke  89-80  and 
Virginia  80-72  to  climb  one  spot  from 
fifth.  Michigan  beat  Indiana  89-84  and 
Ohio  State  93-72  and  jumped  from 
seventh  to  fifth. 

Louisville  beat  Memphis  State  and 
Providence  and  leaped  from  ninth  to 
sixth;  Alabama  beat  Vanderbuilt  and 
Louisiana  State  to  edge  up  one  spot  to 
seventh  and  then  downed  Mississippi 
72-68  Monday  night;  Minnesota  beat 
Northwestern  to  move  up  to  two  rungs 
to  No.  8;  Marquette,  14-3  and  sixth  a 
week  ago,  lost  by  a  point  to  Cincinnati 
and  sank  to  No.  9,  and  Nevada-Las 


Vegas  rounded  out  the  Top  Ten.

Court  overturns  suit 
against  Bill  Sharman 


DENVER  (AP)  -  The 
10th  Circuit  Court  of 
Appeals  has  oyerturned  a 
$  4  2  5 ,000  damage  suit 
verdict  against  former 
Utah  Stars  basketball 
Coach  Bill  Sharman  and 
the  Los  Angeles  Lakers. 

The  circuit  ;  court 
ordered  the  case  be 
retried  in  U.S.  District  in 
Salt  Lake  City  before  a 
judge  from  outside  the 
district. 

In  1975,  the  -  Utah 
federal  court  jury 
awarded  damages  against 
Sharman,  now  general 
manager  of  the  National 
B  asketball  Association’s 
Lakers,  and  the  team 
after  a  trial  before 
federal  court  Judge  Willis 
W.  Ritter. 

The  suit  was  filed  in 
1971  by  Mountain  States 
Sports,  Inc.,  owned  by 


Bill  Daniels,  the  Stars’ 
owner.  The  Stars,  of  the 
now-defunct  American' 
Basketball  Association, 
went  bankrupt  in 
December  1975. 

Ritter  had  instructed 
the  jury  that  he  had 
found  as  a  matter  of  law 
that  Sharman  had  a  valid 
contract  which  he 
breached  in  June  1971  to 
coach  the  Lakers.  Ritter 
“directed  the  jury  -To - 
return  such  a  verdict.

BYU  not  only  has  one  of  the  largest 
continuing  education  programs  in  the 
world  but  it  is  also  used  as  a  model  by 
•other  programs 

According  to  Stanley  A.  Peterson, 
dean  of  the  Division  of  Continuing 
Education,  BYU’s  enrollment  in 
continuing  education  last  year  was 
325,000,  making  it  one  of  the  major 
programs  in  the  country  and  the  largest 
in  enrollment  in  the  world. 

At  BYU,  continuing  education  is 
anything  outside  the  regular  day  school 


program  he  said.  This  included  evening 
school,  home  study,  off  campus 
conferences,  special  courses  and 
conferences,  and  the  study  abroad 
program. 

According  to  Peterson,  continuing 
education  is  a  growing  field  all’ over  the 
country.  He  said,  “There  are  many 
studies  out  now  which  show  that  the 
part-time  student,  the  student  who  is 
going  on  a  continuing  education  basis, 
is  the  majority  student.

Some  of  the  reasons  why  continuing 
education  is  blossoming,  according  to 
Peterson,  are  because  people  are  going 
back  to  school  to  finish  degrees,  to 
upgrade  themselves  professionally  or  to 
re-accredit  themselves  because  their 
fields  are  changing  so  often. 

“Our  program  ranges  from  a  basic 
literacy  course,  where  we  are  teaching 
members  of  the  church  in  Latin 
America  to  read,  all  the  way  to  a 
doctoral  program,”  Peterson  said. 

“BYU  is  looked  to  nationally  and 
used  often  as  an  example  of  an 
institution  which  is  moving  in  some 
creative  ways  in  continuing  education,” 
Peterson  said.

Election  violators 
need  to  be  disclosed 


The  Attorney  General’s  Office  should 
be  commended  for  its  vigorous 
prosecution  in  the  recent  election 
violations  case.  However,  this  action 
brings  out  two  important  weaknesses  in 
the  system  meriting  thoughtful 
consideration. 

The  name  of  the  defendant  in  that 
case  was  withheld,  the  court 
maintaining  that  to  release  the  name 
would  constitute  a  declaration  of 
candidacy,  violating  section  1-E  of  the 
election  bylaws. 


A  valid  point  is  made  by  the  court. 
Their  function  is  to  interpret  the  law  as 
it  now  stands,  not  to  legislate.  But 
students  want  to  know  and  need  to 
know  who  the  violators  are  —  not 
simply  to  satisfy  curiosity,  and 
certainly  not  to  force  the  court  into 
breaking  a  law. 

Integrity  must  be  maintained  and 
sought  for  in  student  government.  If  an 
aspirant  cannot  stick  to  the  law  as  a 
campaigner,  will  he  as  a  representative 
f  of  the  student  body?  If  violators’ 
'  names  remain  secret,  how  can  students 
actively  support  candidates  of 
integrity? 

An  amendment  to  this  bylaw, 
carefully  considered  by  the  Executive 
Council  and  allowing  disclosure  of 
violators’  names,  might  help  to  alleviate 


this  awkward  situation. 

Secondly,  according  to  Kirk 
Cullimore,  assistant  to  the  attorney 
general,  at  least  12  other  cases  of 
election  violations  are  currently  under 
investigation. 

When  so  many  are  already  in  possible 
violation  of  campiagn  rules  three  weeks 
before  nominations,  a  lot  is  said  about 
the  effectiveness  and  enforceability  of 
the  election  bylaws. 

Would  allowing  more  time  to 
campaign  alleviate  the  problem?  Would 
a  later  or  earlier  nominations 
convention  be  in  order?  Should  less 
detailed  and  less  restrictive  rules  on 
campaigning  be  adopted?  How  about 
an  “informal”  declaration  of 
candidacy? 

Should  we  look  to  other  schools  or 
even  “real-life”  elections  for  possible 
ideas  or  maybe  answers? 

Certainly  these  are  possibilities  that 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

A  viable  set  of  election  rules  is 
needed  that  will  not  inadvertently  place 
a  campaigner  in  violation,  but  at  the 
same  time  can  guarantee  a  reasonable 
amount  of  fairness  in  the  election 
process.  At  the  same  time,  students 
need  and  deserve  full  disclosure  and  a 
full  accounting  of  all  elections 
violations  in  orer  to  insure  integrity  in 
student  government.

If  Congress  approves  a  Carter-planned 
$11.4  billion  tax  rebate  to  help 
stimulate  the  economy,  96  per  cent  of 
the  U.S.  population  will  be  holding 
checks  in  their  hands  by  August.  Some 
may  receive  them  as  early  as  April. 

The  proposed  rebate  will  pay  $50  for 
each  taxpayer’s  dependent  with 
additional  $50  payments  for  Social 
Security  recipients  and  low-income 
persons  who  already  qualify  for  the 
earned  income  credit. 

The  purpose  of  the  rebate  is  to  give 
more  spending  money  to  consumers  to 
help  stimulate  economic  recovery. 
Carter  officials  say  the  proposed  rebate 
will  stimulate  the  economy  for  a  while 
only,  and  that  further  measures  will  be 
taken  as  the  year  unfolds  to  continue 
the  boost  the  rebate  started.  This,  they 
point  out,  was  the  flaw  in  President 


Ford’s  1975  tax  rfebate,  which 
stimulated  the  economy  for  a  while, 
then  dissipated. 

Interestingly,  President  Carter 
planned  such  tax  cuts  and  rebates 
immediately  after  taking  office.  Part  of 
the  reason  he  was  elected  was  because 
he  promised  Americans  programs  that 
would  have  required  raising  taxes,  not 
lowering  them. 


Tax  rebate  spells 
l-N-F-L-A-T-l-O-N 


Whether  Carter  made  his  tax-boosting 
campaign  promises  either  ignorantly  or 
idealistically,  the  next  four  years  will 
show  whether  he  intends  to  keep  them. 
To  keep  his  promises  and  lower  taxes  at 
the  same  time  would  be  incredible 
indeed,  and  would  make  him  a  most 
remarkable  President. 

The  exuberance  with  which  he  is 
moving  forward  shows  he  is  confident 
of  his  programs  and  policies.  Americans 
must  play  a  “wait  and  see”  game  as  the 
President  unfolds  his  program.

For  millions  of  Americans,  a  tax 
rebate  combined  with  increased  federal 
spending  will  mean  not  greater 
purchasing  power  but  only  more 
inflation. 

Promises  of  a  tax  rebate  have 
received  wide  acceptance  with  the 
administration’s  talk  of  its  economy 
stimulating  benefits.  However, 
surprisingly  little  attention  has  been 
turned  to  the  overall  effects  of  a 
planned  deficit  spending  program. 

A  1964  report  by  the  House  Ways 
and  Means  Committee  stated,  “It  is  a 
program  of  deliberate  and  planned 
defifcits  in  the  guise  of  tax  reform.  The 
proposal  is  a  ‘time  bomb’  for 
inflation.” 

The  idea  of  a  tax  cut  should  be 
lauded,  but  only  when  it  is  coupled 
with  a  substantial  decrease  in  federal 
spending.
